Based on Applicant's election without traverse of claims 17-22 in the reply filed 
on October 28, 2008, claims 13-16, 23 and 24 are withdrawn from consideration, and 
hereby claims 13-16, 23 and 24 are canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17 and 19-21 allowed. 

The closest relevant arts are Kunderman (3,476,485) and Schierl (3,001,692). 

Kunderman discloses a turbocompressor or a 3-stage compressor (1 , col. 1 , 
lines 11-33, col. 2, lines 18-39) with the incorporated air coolers or first and second 
intercoolers (13, 14, col. 2, lines 40-51), wherein the 3-stage compressor is being 
connected to the corresponding intercoolers through compressed air passages. 
Kunderman further discloses the first and second intercoolers being partitioned by 
partition (22) in a form of an arc (22, col. 2, lines 52-64). 

Schierl discloses a turbocompressor or a multiple-stage compressor (col. 1, lines 
1 5-31 , claim 1 ) with the incorporated air coolers or first and second intercoolers (30, 33, 
col. 2, lines 31-46), wherein the multiple-stage compressor is being connected to the 
corresponding intercoolers through compressed air passages. Schierl further discloses 
the compressor comprising an oil tank (90, col. 2, lines 47-50, col. 4, lines 68-75). 

Claims 17 and 19-21 of this instant patent application differ from the disclosure of 
either Kunderman or Schierl in that an integral cast casing is provided by integrally 
casting into the single casting scroll of a first stage compressor, further casting stroll of a 
second stage compressor, further casting scroll of a third stage compressor, a 
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receptacle for a first intercooler, further receptacle for a second intercooler, a receptacle 
for an aftercooler, a compressed air passage introducing compressed air from the scroll 
of the first stage compressor to the receptacle for the first intercooler, a compressed air 
passage introducing compressed air from the scroll of the second stage compressor to 
the receptacle for the second intercooler, a receptacle for a power transmitting 
mechanism, and an aftercooler outlet and a blowoff outlet.
